Edmonton Public Schools board 
trustee Ken Shipka plans to put forward 
a motion to look at offering a modified 
calendar in schools. 

“Usually students start school in Sep¬ 
tember and they don’t really get a break 
until Christmas,” said Shipka, who will 
base the motion, which he expects to 
make at the March 22 trustees’ 
meeting, on stats he has found on Cal¬ 
gary public schools with adapted calen¬ 
dars. 

Under the proposed modified school 
year, classes would start before Labour 
Day with a week off near Remembrance 
Day. 

According to a Calgary Board of Edu¬ 
cation report, parents, teachers and stu¬ 
dents polled at seven Calgary schools 
that piloted a modified school year in 
the late ’90s preferred it. 

“There was support before it started, 
and support increased materially,” said 
Shipka, adding 20 schools in Calgary 
now have a modified class calendar. 

Also called a year-round school year. 


I Modifications | 

► Elk Island and Edmonton Francophone 
districts have modified school calendars. 

► The earliest any changes could be made 
are to the 2012-13 school year, as next 
year’s calendar is already set. 

► Approval of a modified calendar to the 
EPSB's traditional schedule would require 
a revision of the board policy that sets out 
criteria for school year calendars. 


he said that term is a bit of a misnomer, 
as the shift is a matter of a few days in 
August, plus time off after the first 
report cards. 

Shipka said other trustees seem open 
to the idea, but it will still have to go be¬ 
fore the board and be voted on.

Council digs for LRT 
tunnel alternatives 

O $300M, 14-block tunnel could 
help ease traffic on Stony Plain 
Road, report says O Tunnel would 
stretch from 142 Street to 156 Street 


Instead of tunnelling under¬ 
neath Stony Plain Road to 
relieve traffic congestion 
once the west LRT line 
eventually opens, city coun¬ 
cillors are suggesting alter¬ 
natives. 

“It could be precedent 
setting and that’s a big con¬ 
cern,” said Coun.

A report released last 
week attempts to address 
the traffic issue, which is a 
concern to residents, busi¬ 
ness owners and council.

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Japan fights to 
avert a meltdown 

O Plan to douse stricken nuclear reactors with water is called off when 
radiation levels force workers out O Fires continue to threaten plant 


Japan suspended opera¬ 
tions to prevent a stricken 
nuclear plant from melt¬ 
ing down today after a 
surge in radiation made it 
too dangerous for workers 
to remain at the facility. 

Chief Cabinet Secretaiy 
Yukio Edano said work on 
dousing reactors with wa¬ 
ter was disrupted by the 
need to withdraw. 

Earlier officials said 70 
per cent of fuel rods at one 
of the six reactors at the 
plant were significantly 
damaged in the aftermath 
of Friday’s calamitous 
earthquake and tsunami. 

Officials said they would 
use helicopters and fire 
trucks to spray water in a 
desperate effort to prevent 
further radiation leaks and 
to cool down the reactors. 

The nuclear crisis has 


triggered international 
alarm and partly overshad¬ 
owed the human tragedy 
caused by Friday’s double 
disaster, which pulverized 
Japan’s northeastern coast¬ 
line, killing an estimated 
10,000 people. 


Rescuers pulled a 70-year- 
old woman from her top¬ 
pled home yesterday, four 
days after an earthquake- 
spurred tsunami tossed 
the house off its founda¬ 
tion in Japan’s northeast. 

The rescues of Sai Abe 
and a younger man 
pulled from rubble else¬ 
where in the region were 
rare good news following 
Friday’s disaster. 


Authorities have tried 
frantically since last Fri¬ 
day’s earthquake and 
tsunami to avert an envi¬ 
ronmental catastrophe at 
the Fukushima Dai-ichi 
complex in northeastern 
Japan. 


Abe’s son said he had 
tried to save his mother 
but could not get her to 
flee her home in the port 
town of Otsuchi. His 
relief at her rescue, he 
said, was tempered by the 
fact that his father is still 
missing. 

The woman was suffer¬ 
ing from hypothermia 
and was sent to a 
hospital, but appeared to

relief “People feel safer just 
by bu 5 dng Cup Noodles.” 

Michiaki Tada, a 40-year- 
old Tokyo web program¬ 


mer, was stunned to find 
the shelves bare at several 
stores. “It’s like a joke. Cup 
noodles, rice balls, snacks 
— just about eveiything,

Even in the western city 
of Hiroshima, which was 
untouched by the disaster, 
stores are running out of 
batteries and people are be¬ 
ing warned not to hoard, an 
official said. 

The jitters spread to 
British Columbia where 
people were making a run 
on pharmacies, hoping to 
boost immunity to any radi¬ 
ation drift. Officials discour¬ 
aged them from stockpiling 
potassium iodide, saying no 
health risks exist.

Y ou might have missed 
it. If so, you’re forgiv¬ 
en. Even if the Japan¬ 
ese earthquake 
wasn’t the biggest 
story ever, you might 
have missed the death of Owsley 
Stanley in a car crash in 
Australia. 

Owsley who? 

Oh, just some guy who blew 
the mind of a generation. 

The guy who brewed the 
purest LSD this side of a Swiss 
chemist’s lab. 

The LSD that the Beatles 
dropped during the making of 
the Magical Mysteiy Tour. 

The King of LSD produced a 
half-kilo of pure LSD during his 


career as the rock ’n’ roll 
chemist. Doesn’t sound like 
much, but that’s five million 
doses. Enough to make “psyche¬ 
delic” a household word. 

Because he was also the 
sound engineer for the Grateful 
Dead, he was at ground zero of 
Woodstock Nation, his work im¬ 
mortalized in the l 5 ^ics of Jimi 
Hendrix and Steely Dan, to 
name just a couple. 

Thanks to Owsley Stanley, 
more than a few sleek, grey 
stockbrokers, doctors, lawyers 
and politicians occasionally stop 
and stare at an interesting 
carpet pattern for longer than 
might seem absolutely 
necessary. 

During the period around the 
Summer of Love — 1967 — Stan¬ 
ley was ever 5 Avhere. 

He designed the dancing bear 
logo for the Grateful Dead. In 


fact, he was the dancing bear — 
his nickname was Bear and he 
was a dancer. He was also the 
grandson of the governor of 
Kentucky. 

He supplied the LSD for The 
Merry Pranksters Acid Test, 
which Tom Wolfe chronicled in 
The Electric Kool-Aid Acid Test, 
and journalism, formerly the do¬ 
main of serious guys in trench 
coats, was never the same. 

Unlike most people who 
tripped out in the ’60s, then got 
a real job, Stanley stayed out 
there. Way out there. 

He moved to Australia 
because he thought the 
Northern Hemisphere was due 
for another Ice Age. He ate only 
daily products and meat, 
because he believed human be¬ 
ings were natural carnivores and 
viewed vegetables as toxic. 

He died Sunday at 76 after los¬ 


ing control of his car and sliding 
down a hillside near his home. 
It’s hard to believe his 
adventures with LSD and the 
law once made international 
headlines, but it’s hard to 
believe men don’t let their hair 
grow long any more. They’re 
lucky if they still have hair. 

Owsley Stanley was the first 
hippie — and he was the last 
hippie. Woodstock Nation is 
now officially a thing of the 
past. Won’t be long before the 
next generation thinks we made 
the whole thing up, like 
Atlantis. 

Meanwhile, the dancing bear 
is now among the grateful dead 
forever.

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EU to test nuke plants

Shocked into action by 
Japan’s atomic crisis, Eu¬ 
ropean energy officials 
agreed yesterday to apply 
stress tests on nuclear 
power plants and 
Germany moved to switch 
off seven aging reactors — 
one of them permanently. 

The European Union’s 
energy chief called for a 
reassessment of the 27-na¬ 
tion bloc’s energy policy, 
and questioned what role 
nuclear power should 
have in the future. 

“We have to ask 
ourselves: Gan we in 
Europe, within time, 
secure our energy needs 
without nuclear power 
plants?” EU energy 
commissioner Guenther

Energy ministers, 
nuclear regulators and in- 
dustiy officials meeting in 
Brussels found “general 
agreement” on the need 
for tough tests to check 
whether the EU’s 143 nu¬ 
clear reactors could with¬ 
stand earthquakes and 
other emergencies, 
Oettinger said. 


The stress tests will be 
devised using the 
“strictest” nuclear 
standards in the bloc and 
be applied in the second 
half of the year, he said, 
adding that plants that 
fail the tests would have 
to shut down. He invited 
non-EU nations including 
Russia and Switzerland to 
join the initiative.

If you want something 
done right, you should do 
it yourself. 

But as the boss, if you 
find yourself involved in 
eveiy mundane chore in 
the office, teaching the ac¬ 
countants how to format a 
spreadsheet, reminding 
the cleaning staff how to 
knot a trash bag, you may 
become the micromanag¬ 
er. 

Few workplace t 5 ^ants 
exact a more devastating 
toll on their company’s 
morale. And the worse 
part, career counsellors 
say, is that your t 5 ^ical nit- 
picker-in-chief thinks 
they’re being a mentor - 
when they’re truly being a 
tormentor. 

“One of the conse¬ 


quences of micromanaging 
is people feel they’re being 
controlled,” New York- 
based executive guide Bar¬ 
bara Frankel says. “They 
start not being engaged in 
their jobs. They feel their 
ideas and knowledge have 
been dismissed.” 

Communication Coach 
Donna Flagg has a stronger 
way of putting it. 

“People hate you,” she 
says. “You’re that boss that 
makes people say, T can’t 
stand my job.’ When un- 
derljdng everything you do 
what you’re sajdng is, T 
cant trust you to do any¬ 
thing right.’” 

The symptoms of a 
workforce taxed by med¬ 
dlesome management are 
easy to spot, she says. Do 


your underlings avoid your 
eye contact? Or you? 

If so, consider that 
seething resentment “a red 
flag and an opportunity to 
see what’s going wrong,” 
she offers.

How do we help students 
stay in school? 

For most people, com¬ 
pleting secondary school 
has become a basic re¬ 
quirement to be able to 
live satisfying and produc¬ 
tive lives. 

Much has been learned 
about the factors that 
keep young people on 
track to successful high 
school graduation. 

The most important 
single factor is students’ 
feeling of connection to 
the school and in particu¬ 
lar, the belief by eveiy stu¬ 
dent that there is at least 
one adult in the school 
who knows and cares 
about them. 

Schools can do many 
things to promote this, 
such as assigning teacher 
advisors, and taking ac¬ 
tion early when a student 
shows signs of being in 
difficulty, both personally 
and academically. 

Schools can reach out 
to struggling students to 
offer extra support; some¬ 
times only a small 
amount of such support is 
enough to make a big dif¬ 
ference. 

Also important is an en¬ 
gaging curriculum and ef¬ 
fective teaching practices. 

Many students do not 
find their lessons intellec¬ 


tually stimulating. 

Students want and 
need work that challenges 
their abilities but that also 
provides the opportunity 
to be successful. 

This is only partly a 
matter of the content; it is 
also a matter of effective 
teaching and of fair assess¬ 
ment practices. 

Students do better 
when they feel they have 
some input into the kind 


of work they do, opportu¬ 
nities to improve their 
work, and teaching that 
pays attention to their 
background knowledge 
and interests. 

The fourth key factor is 
a respectful environment, 
where staff and students 
treat one another with 
consideration and 

thoughtfulness, where 
students have a voice in 
how the school operates. 


and where rules show 
consideration for stu¬ 
dents’ individual needs 
and circumstances. 

High schools that em¬ 
body these features are 
sure to have better out¬ 
comes and better gradua¬ 
tion rates.

O ffice romance is a 
tricky business. 
For Zbigniew Au- 
gust5mowicz the 
Garden of Eden simply had 
too many forbidden fruits. 

As the owner of Metro 
Aluminum Products, an 
aluminum manufacturer in 
Surrey, B.C., August5mow- 
icz confused a failed office 
romance with sexual ha¬ 
rassment. 

When he did, it became 
the recipe for a workplace 
disaster. 

August5mowicz met Lisa 
McIntosh when she started 
working for his company as 
a driver. 

Two weeks later, he 
asked her out for a drink af¬ 
ter work. McIntosh agreed, 
and they chatted about 
work and family. 

August5mowicz claimed 
he was no longer married. 
Soon they started dating 
and exchanging text mes¬ 
sages at work. 

Having later learned that 
August5mowicz was still 
married, McIntosh tried to 
end the relationship. 

August5mowicz did not 
take this news well. He con¬ 
tinued to send her provoca¬ 
tive text messages, 
repeatedly calling her a 
“bitch” and propositioning 
her for sex. 

McIntosh told Au- 
gustynowicz to stop texting 
her and tried to ignore him. 

However, August5mow- 
icz was persistent and his 
texts became progressively 
more offensive. 


When McIntosh refused 
his entreaties, he asked if 
he could date her daughter 
instead and enquired if she 
had “any horny girl¬ 
friends.” ^er McIntosh de¬ 
clined to rekindle the 
relationship, Augustynow- 
icz texted her sa5dng “the 
hell with u, I tried.” 

Finally, McIntosh threat¬ 
ened to contact the police. 

On the verge of a break¬ 
down, McIntosh went to a 
doctor and was granted 
eight to 12 weeks’ off work 
for stress. 

When she gave her doc¬ 
tor’s note to the shop man¬ 
ager, he said he had no 
choice but to replace her 
and then “assumed” she 
quit. But McIntosh had not 
quit, so she complained to 
the Human Rights Tribu¬ 
nal. 

At a recent trial, Au- 
gustynowicz attempted to 
justify his actions by argu¬ 
ing that McIntosh was both 
a “willing participant” and 
a “workplace flirt.” 

However, these argu¬ 
ments were swiftly dis¬ 
missed by the tribunal, 
which found that McIntosh 
was sexually harassed 
when she insisted the texts 
come to an end. 

The tribunal ordered 
Metro and Augustynowicz 
to pay significant damages 
for lost wages and mental 
distress. 

It comes as no surprise 
that Metro and Au¬ 
gustynowicz’s arguments 
were easily vanquished, es¬ 
pecially at a left-leaning hu¬ 
man rights tribunal. 

The arguments that she 
was a “willing participant” 
and a “workplace flirt” rep¬ 
resent excuses rather than 
valid legal defences, as the 
mere fact that an employee 
had a prior relationship 
with a boss will never be 
seen as a licence for unwel¬ 
come advances.

Change is in the air at the 
highest levels of the NHL. 

The general managers 
followed commissioner 
Gary Bettman’s lead yes¬ 
terday by announcing 
they’d like to see a tighter 
enforcement of rules on 
charging and boarding. 
The group stopped short 
of recommending a ban 
on all head hits — some¬ 
thing many fans have 
called for — but they’ve 
clearly decided to be more 
proactive in trying to re¬ 
duce the number of con¬ 
cussions. 

“It’s hard to change the 
game on the fly, that is for 
sure,” said Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins GM Ray Shero. “But 
I think there’s certainly 
an appetite among the 
managers to have a safer 
environment, have the 
rules followed more ag¬ 
gressively, especially 
when it comes to board¬ 
ing and charging ... (and) 
protecting a vulnerable 
player. 

“Everybody’s really 
open about these things 
and talking about them.” 

It’s created a much dif¬ 
ferent atmosphere at 
these meetings than in 
years past. Confronted 
with a growing number of 
significant injuries and 
armed with data about 
what is causing them, the 
GMs seem to have had

their eyes opened to the 
issue — and have shown a 
collective willingness to 
open their minds as well.

larly for repeat offenders. 

After the meetings 
wrap up today, the com¬ 
petition committee will 
examine the official pro¬ 
posal drafted here. Ulti¬ 
mately, that group and 
the league’s board of gov¬ 
ernors must grant ap¬ 
proval. 

It’s a similar step to the 
one taken coming out of 
the lockout in 2005, when 
the league held a crack¬ 
down on hooking and 
holding infractions. 

“We want to apply the 
rules that are in the book 
more adamantly,” said Ot¬ 


tawa Senators GM Bryan 
Murray. “Head hits aren’t 
all going to be penalized 
— some people outside 
the game want (that for) 
any contact. 

“We just wanted a 
stronger application of 
the rule that’s there.”

O Saving gas doesn’t mean you have to suffer with a lesser car

C anada, we feel your 
pain and it doesn’t 
just have to do with 
the price at the 
pumps: it’s the car that 
goes along with tiying to 
keep gas money in your 
pocket. 

For years, driving a fliel- 
eflScient vehicle was pre¬ 
sumed to be solely a money 
issue. If you were con¬ 
cerned that the price of gas 
was eating you out of house 
and home when it was 40 
cents a litre, then you prob¬ 
ably wanted a cheap car, 
too — just the basics to 
keep the sticker price 
down. 

Times change and with 
gas at $1.20 a litre or more, 
fuel might be eating a lot 
more people out of house 


and home. 

But hold the phone. Why 
do well-equipped vehicles 
— even luxury vehicles — 
have to be thirsty? Why 
can’t we have all the ameni¬ 
ties and technology we’re 
used to, but without the 
wide-eyed look when the 
gas piunp finally goes 
“click.” 

We seem to be gradually 
heading that way, but it 
means running with small¬ 
er and more fuel-efficient 
engines. That might seem 
like a contradiction since 
we’ve been conditioned to 
believe that 
the 


vehicle with the biggest 
and baddest engine always 
comes with the best fea¬ 
tures. It’s an outmoded way 
of selling cars because it ex¬ 
cludes a growing number of 
buyers who will spend the 
money to buy the vehicle 
they want, but just don’t 
want to needlessly spend 
money on gas to propel it. 

What does the munber 
of cylinders have to do with 
your amenities? Nothing if 
you happen to be 
Volkswa- 


or Audi, German brands 
that have the fun-with-four- 
cylinders factor dialed in 
without skimping on the 
goodies. 

The ffont-wheel-drive 
VW (Passat) CC sedan ap¬ 
pears to be a great refuge 
for buyers looking for a big 
step up in style and cachet 
without pa 5 dng the price in 
fuel dollars. 

The base engine for this 
style statement is a 200- 
horsepower turbocharged 


four-cylinder with a rating 
of 10.0/6.6 1/100 km 

(city/highway). You’ll get 
the usual assortment of 
power goodies plus air con¬ 
ditioning and access to a 
plethora of options. You 
won’t be able to get all¬ 
wheel-drive with the four- 
cylinder, which is the 
exclusive domain of the op¬ 
tional V6, but you will have 
your choice of a six-speed 
manual transmission or six- 
speed automatic. The base 
price is about $33,400. 

The CC features rough¬ 
ly the same base 
power- 




plant you’ll find in the 
sharp Audi A4 sedan and 
several other products from 
the Audi/Volkswagen camp, 
including the snappy Audi 
A3 wagon. 

Having to deal with high 
gas prices for many more 
years than North Ameri¬ 
cans means that German 
automakers have had a 
healthy headstart on effi¬ 
ciency. They have to, of 
course, when that gas costs 
the equivalent of about $2 
per litre. 

Other vehicles that offer 
4-cylinder engines include 
the Acura TSX and RDX, 
Mazda CX-7, Nissan Rogue 
and Buick Regal. 

It might require a lit¬ 
tle searching, but you re- 
( ally can have your 
features and keep more 
gas money where it be¬ 
longs: in your pocket. 


The new role of turbocharging

You’re probably most fa¬ 
miliar with turbocharging 
as a way of making a car go 
faster. 

The premise is relatively 
simple: engines require 
large quantities of air in ad¬ 
dition to gasoline, and if 
that air is under pressure, 
it increases the engine 
power. A turbocharger 
pressurizes the air when 
engine exhaust routed into 
it spins a turbine that in 
turn powers a compressor 
for better engine perform¬ 
ance. 

But these days, many 



people are focusing more 
on gas prices than go-fast, 
and turbocharging is play¬ 
ing a new role. Many au¬ 
tomakers are using it to get 
more pow¬ 
er out of 
smaller 
engines, 
such as 
with 

Ford’s Eco- 
Boost technolo 

gy- 

“It lever¬ 
ages the fact 
that tur¬ 
bocharged en¬ 
gines provide 
tremendous 
power opportunity, 
but it’s using that to go to a 
smaller-displacement en¬ 
gine, which gives you sub¬ 
stantial fuel economy,” 
says Barb Samardzich, vice¬ 


president of Ford’s global 
product programs. 

“It’s like you’re getting 
the next-size-up engine, so 
a V6 feels like a 
V8, and a 
(four-cylin¬ 
der) feels 
like a V6, 
so the 
customer’s 
getting fan¬ 
tastic per¬ 
formance 
and bene¬ 
fits for the 
fuel.” 
EcoBoost 
also uses di¬ 
rect injection, 
which adds pres¬ 
surized fuel directly into 
the combustion chamber, 
rather than first mixing it 
with air in the inlet port. 
This also helps the system 



to run cooler. 

“Turbocharged engines 
were t 5 q)ically seen as fuel- 
thirsty,” Samardzich says. 

“It’s because they ran 
veiy hot and you’d have to 
put in more fiiel to cool it 
off. With EcoBoost and di¬ 
rect injection, you can 
keep that charge cooler.” 

T 5 q)ical turbocharged 
engines of the past needed 
premium fuel, and the Eco¬ 
Boost will deliver a little 
more power on this more 
expensive grade, but regu¬ 
lar 87-octane gasoline will 
work just fine. 

Overall, Ford estimates 
that an EcoBoost engine 
will deliver up to 20 per 
cent better fuel economy 
and a 15 per cent reduction 
in G02 emissions, while 
providing improved engine 
performance. 


Of course, there’s al¬ 
ways room for a little per¬ 
formance fun, and when 
the all-new Focus is 
launched for 2012, you’ll 
be able to get the Focus ST, 


with a specially-tuned Eco¬ 
Boost 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine that produces 247 
horsepower — the first use 
of EcoBoost in a high-per¬ 
formance model.

A Chang’an Alsvin any¬ 
one? And why go to a par¬ 
ty across town, when the 
one happening in your 
own ‘ho^ is the biggest 
and baddest one on the 
planet? 

Two years ago, China 
surpassed the U.S. as the

BYD claims it can travel 300 km on a full charge. I 






world’s largest single- 
country market. Over 18 
million cars and light-duty 
trucks were sold in China 
in 2010, compared to 
about 11.6 million in the 
U.S. 

A recent report suggests 
Chinese annual domestic 
sales will approach 40 mil¬ 
lion by 2020. 

They already make 
more vehicles than 
anybody — about 16 mil¬ 
lion a year — and are 
poised to make much 
more in the near future, 
but they’ll need pretty 
much all of it to satiate do¬ 
mestic demand. 

According to auto ana¬ 
lyst Michael Pistol, of T^AA 
Analytics (tjaa.ca), the on¬ 
ly Chinese-built vehicles 
we’re likely to see in 
North America and 
Europe will be those 
branded as Ford, VW, GM, 
etc., or possibly under a 
new “sub brand”

“The Chinese automak¬ 
ers have no intention 
what so ever of coming in¬ 


to our market under their 
own brand names,” noted 
Pistol. 

But at least one Chinese 
automaker, BYD, has gone 
on record that it will sell 
vehicles in the U.S under 
its own label. 

BYD, which stands for 
“Bring Your Dreams,” is fa¬ 
mous for having one very 
influential investor — 
Warren Buffet. 

The BYD F3 is currently 
the top selling vehicle in 
China. But the first BYD 
vehicle to hit these shores 
is slated to be the all-elec¬ 
tric BYD e6, shown at 
three consecutive Detroit 
auto shows. 

As it stands, the e6 is 
supposed to be introduced 
to U.S, fleet operators in 
late 2011, and to the retail 
sector in the first quarter 
of 2012. But this marks 
about the third delay in its 
planned rollout, so don’t 
hold your breath.

Common Issues 


Inspect the convertible roof 
mechanism for smooth op¬ 
eration, checking closely 
for signs of rips or excessive 
wear. 

Does the roof or its stor¬ 
age area smell like mildew? 
If so, there may be a leak. A 
duct tape patch job is a bad 
sign, too. 

You’ll also want to check 
for signs of mildew, mois¬ 
ture or rust in the foot wells 
and under the carpeting in 
the trunk area. Have a look 
around the body for rust — 
especially under the rocker 
panels and on the bottom 
of the doors. 

Under the hood, check 
for signs of oil leakage 
down the side of the block, 
which could indicate a bad 
gasket. 

Finally, remember that 
sports cars are likely to 
have been driven hard — so 
check the condition of the 
clutch, brakes and tires be¬ 
fore agreeing to purchase.
